GIVEN CONGRESS.

ASHINGTON, Jan. 2%.—Admin- 
istration measures for modify- 
ing the law regarding the issue 
of United States bonds and certifi- 
cates of indebtedness for fixing the 
tax rates on national bank noet cir- 
culation to maintain the parity of the 
existing 2 per cent. issue of bonds, 
were submitted to Congress today by

“Re it enacted, that the rate of tax 
on national bank circulation, secured 
by bonds of the United States here- 


terest greater than 2 per cent. wheth- 
er the particular bonds have or have 
not .eretofore been used to secure 
criculation, shall be increased over 


per cent. bonds, one-fourth of 1 per 
cent. each half year for each and 
every one-half of 1 per cent. excess 
over 2 per cent. in the rate of inter- 
est borne by such bonds.”

As these bonds 
are only slightly abeve par, and as 
authority now exists for the issue of 
bonds for the construction of the Pan- 
awa Canal to bear not exceeding 3 per 
cent. interest, the issue of any con- 
siderable amount of such new bonds, 
which, under the existing law, would 
be available as a basis for circulation 
at a tax of only 1 per cent per annum, 
would cause them to be considered a 
much more desirable investment than 
the existing 2 per cent. bonds, and 
would doubtless cause the 2 per cent. 
bonds to decline in the market probably 
below par. 

“It is exceedingly important that the 
market value of these 2 per cent. bonds 
be maintained above par, since any de- 
cline belew par would probably oblige 
the Coemtroller of the Currency to 
call on banks employing such bonds 
as a basis for circulation and make 
good the deficiency. 

“Provision now is made for payment 
of interest on the Panama bonds in 
gold coin, but no provision is made for 
payment of the principal in such coin. 
This omission would render the bonds

“Because of temporary conditions,” 
responded Mr. Piles. 

Mr. Clarke of Arkansas urged that 
no action be taken on the bill until 
the result of the new census could be 
placed before the Senate. 

Without any definite understanding, 
the consideration of the bill was post- 
poned until tomorrow.

N AMERICAN BLUSH. 
More than $3,200,000,000 was the amount of | 
American foreign commerce in 1909, and less than 
10 per cent. of it was carried in American ships. 
A total of 25,688 vessels, of 7,388,755 gross ton- 
nage, constitutes the American merchant marine, 
but only 1600 of them (and 665 of those barges) 
of 874,523 aggregdte gross tonnage are engaged in 


foreign trade. 
And look at this humiliating fact! Only five 


years between now and the completion of the 
American Panama Canal, wher shipping activity 
will greatly increase, and not a single American 
vessel built in American or any shipyards last 
year for engagement in American trade around 
and across the seas! 

Over $13,000,000 worth of American products 
and manufactures sent to our own Philippine 
Islands last year, and over $12,000,000. werth of 
Philippine products sent home (that is, to our 
shores,) a total trade of $25,000,000, and almost 

ery dollar’s worth of it carried in foreign ships.

Only one vessel flying the Ameritan flag (exclu- 
sive of warships and military transports) 
through the Suez Canal in 1908, and that was only 
a little one of 626 tons; while 192 foreign vessels 
giving United States ports as posts of destination 
made the journey through the canal from the Red 
Sea to the Mediterranean Sea, or vice versa. 

There are 11 foreign steamers plying in and 
out of New York harbor for every American 
steamer. We are paying millions yearly to keep up 
New York harbor for the benefit of foreign ship- 
owners. 

Of 64 vessels recentiy bound for San Francisco, 
including coastwise traders, only 18 were flying 
the American flag, and of these 18 9 were coast- 
wise traders and 1 a government transport. a 

Of 21 freight carriers recently heading for Puget 
Sound ports in competitive trade, only 2 were 
American, the other 19 being foreigners. | 

In competitive freight-carrying trade into San 
Francisco, foreign ships outnumber American 


ships by 46 to 10. 
Recently 24 ocean vessels were inbound for 


rtland, Or., and not one was American.

Hawaiian Islands (American owned) from Balti- 
more, Newport News, New York, Norfolk, Ham- 
burg, Hobart, Neweastle, Iquique and Rotterdam 
are 20 vessels. Of these, 7 are British steamers, 
1 a British ship, 1 a German ship and 1 a German 
bark, 1 a French bark; and the other 7 are Amer- 
ican, 5 barkentines and 1 bark.” Why no Amer- 
ican steamers? 

The bald fact stares us in the face that out of 
the 4918 visits by foreign ships.to Brazilian waters 
in 1908 only 10 were by American ships, and even 
that was 3 less than the year before and many 
less than in any year since merchant vessels flying 
the Stars and Stripes practically forsook the high 
seas. Six very large steamers were added to the 
German-Brazilian fleet last year. The figures are 
from the London Times, an undoubted authority 
on world shipping. 

All over ‘the United States merchants’ associa- 
tions, boards of trade, chambers’ of commerce, 
branches of the Marine League (made up of busi- 
ness men, iron exporters as well as importers) 
commercial clubs, and progressive societies of 
every kind, are heartily and vigorously crying 
“shame” and indorsing the country’s slogan, “We 
must have ships; we must vote mail subsidies!” 

The Merchant Marine League of Louisiana says: 
“No relief can come to the merchants, manufactur- 
ers and farmers of the United States until the 
American flag may be found floating from merchant 
vessels on every sea and in every foreign port.” 

The National Association of Manufacturers, a 
most influential body, has adopted resolutions urg- 
ing on Congress the immediate passage of an ocean 
mai! bill providing for sufficient postal compensa- 
tions to establish a swift and regular service in 
American built, American owned and American run 
steamships to the principal countries of South and 
Central America, and to the ports of | Australia, 


Japan, China and the Philippines. 


American Industries says: “The demand for an 
adequate American ocean merchant marine is based 
upon a purely business view of conditions. The 
average American manufacturer not only believes 
—he knows—that a great fleet carrying American 
mails and American cargo to foreign ports will 
mean an increased foreign trade and increased 
production of American domestic goods extending 
through innumerable channels. Beyond this, of 
course, is also the increase of our prestige as a 
nation.” | 

At the beginnirg (July 1, 1909) of the current 
fiscal year we had only four American steamships 
regularly engaged in European trade, only five in 
trade with Asia, and not one with South America 
the Caribbean Sea, or with Australia or 
Africa. That is why only $258,657,000, or 9.5 per 
cent., of our $2,721,000,000 foreign trade of 1909 
fiscal year was carried in American ships, says 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor Charles Nagel. 

The Secretary also says: “For effective compe- 
tition in foreign trade any one of several of the 
great British and German steamship companies is 
better equipped than the entire steam fleet (only 
575,226 tons) in that trade under the American 
flag. If a change in our policy of restricting the 
national register to vessels built at home would 
remedy this situation, few would oppose such a 
change. It is significant, however, that during the 
past year three of our trans-Atlantic steamships, 
built in the United States, were transferred to the 
Belgian flag“ The remedy, and the only remedy, 
is protection in some form or other to the Amer- 
ican shipping industry in the sani® way that all 
cur other industries are. protected and thereby aided 
and made profitable to the entire community. 

At the present time foreign governments are 
aiding their ocean shipping to the extent of 
$46,000,000 a year. Few of our people realize the 
weight of that handicap on American ocean ship- 
ping. 

Up to 1890, says the Commissioner of Naviga- 
tion, our helplessness as a naval power was a pos- 
sible explanation of our failure to provide an ade- 

te American ocean mail system (American ocean- 
going marine,) but that reason no longer holds. By 
the harmonious action of men of all political belief; 
in Congress we now rank as a naval power of the 
first class, and there is nowhere evident the dis- 
position through niggardliness to lose that rank. 
The very fact, however, that that rank has been 
attained must raise questions in the minds of 
thoughtful men as to the future of our sea power. 
“Can this navy be had without restoring the mer- 
chant shipping?” asked that eminent authority, 
Capt. A. T. Mahan, U.S.N., a few years ago in his 
“Influence of Sea Power Upon History,” page 87. 

In 1908 we paid $1,228,000 (increase over 1907 
of $329,000) to foreign ships for carrying Amer- 
ican mails, and $1,467,000 (decrease $199,000) to 
American ships. Why? It must be remembered 
that the steamships of the great maritime powers 
— England, France, Germany and Japan—are, by 
their contracts, constituted parts of their respective 


navies in the event of war. In other words, Amer- 
ican ocean*mail money which should go to Amer- 
ican ships is going—$1,500,000 a year and certain 
to be increased under present conditions—to for- 
eign ships, and helps them to be ready to act pos- 
sibly against us. 

“The expenditure of $1,467,225 in 1908 repre- 
sents the entire amount paid by the Federal gov- 
ernment to American merchant ships, either in the 
form of subsidies under the act of 1891 or for ocean 
mail pay. Of this amount $191,969 was paid to 
the steamship line to the Isthmus of Panama and 
the railroad, both owned by the government. Our 
government, unlike any other government at the 
present time, maintains its own army transports, 


charters foreign colliers,” says the Commissioner.

ATERWAYS FOR BUSINESS. — 

We like the tone of the report submitted to 
Congress on Manday by the National Waterways 
Commission. It indicates that the members of this 
commission have an eye to business. They seem 
to be practical people. The commission points out 
that when the government spends money on the 
improvement of the streams it is to be entirely 
upon a business basis. If a channel is deepened 
or a river straightened it is because there is trans- 
portation to be had on that stream which will pay 
a fair profit upon the investment at a fair rate 
for the service done, and this is te be without look- 
ing askance at some other common carrier and his 
rates, whether they are too high or too low. 

Another proposition in this report entirely to 
our liking is one which aims by legislation to pre- 
vent a railroad from doing to the waterway what 
the waterway is not to do to the railroad. If the 
government is to improve watercourses for trans- 
portation purposes because there is a demand for 
such service without any regard to what the rail- 
roads are doing, it is only common equity that the 
railroads be not permitted to carry on a cut-throat 
competition in order to drive the waterways pev- 
ple out of business and leave a monopoly in the 
hands of the other carrier. It might seem at a 
casual glance as if this could not be. The cost of 
carrying goods by water is so much less than by 
rail that it might appear that no railroad could 
do the service at so low a rate as to destroy its 
competitor. Although not referring to natural 
watercourses improved for transportation uses, it 
is a fact that the railroad companies in Ireland 
render the canal system, built at public expense, 
utterly useless by an arrangement of tariffs which 
at competitive points are too low to permit the 
canal to be operated, the losses here being made up 
by excessive tariffs on other parts of the roads. 
The commission proposes a law which will prevent 
, railroads from lowering tariffs to such a point as 
to put the watercourse companies out of business 
and then raising them to recoup themselves. If a 
railroad lowers a rate on any commodity this law 
would prevent an increase of that rate except upon 
a showing to the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in which it would appear that the proposed in- 
crease had nothing to do with rival carriers. 

This commission, which has studied the matter 
so carefully, says that the only way to make water 
traffic possible is by the establishing “of harmo- 
nious relations between the railroads and water 
lines. The two systems would not work so much 
in antagonism or rivalry as they would in a helpful 
combination. 

Furthermore, we see wisdom in the tion 
of this commission to the formation of another 
board to take this affair out of Congress and 
handle it in an independent or semi-independent 
manner. We have too many boards, too many 
commissions more or less independent of Congress 
already. This policy is almost always found to re- 
sult in an attempt of the board or commission to 
ignore Congress. It brings contentions between 
Congress and the board and creates discord in the 
government service. A Congressional] committee is 
the best kind of board and the best kind of com- 
mission to handle nearly all these affairs. 
There are minor details most admirably set out 
in the report of the commission. They urge that 
the States be called upon to codperate with the 
Federal government in the work of improving the 
streams in the several States; that great care be 
taken not to yield to local demands which would 
result in the creation of a multitude of ports where 
one good one would be more advantageous to the

PASADENA, Jan. 27.—At the elec- 
tion held yesterday the bond proposi- 
tion failed to earry. There were 3191 
Votes cast; 1844 in favor of bonding 
the city for $1,200,000 for the purpose 
of buying the plants of the three wa- 
ter companies now furnishing the city 
with water, and making necessary 
hbetterments, and 1347 votes against 
the bonds. 

In order to bond the city it is nec- 
essary to have two-thirds of the votes 
cast in favor of issuing the bonds. 
In order to issue the bonds with 3191 
votes cast there would have to have 
been 2128 in favor.” The bond propo- 
sition failed to carry by 284 votes. 

The vote was very light, consider- 
ing the delightful weather. The total 
registration is 6062. At the last May- 
oraity election there were 4217 votes 
cast. The result of yesterday's elec- 
tion by precincts was: :

Both Japanese Women Assert They 

Have Husbands in Denver, But Im- 

migration Officialg Charge They Are 

Dummies and There Is Reason to 
Believe Prisoners Are Immoral, 


Sizo Yamami and Wata Kell, pretty 
geisha girls, wept bitterly yesterday, 
when informed that they will be prob- 
ably sent back to their native land, 
because the government believes their 
moral character is not all that it 
should be. They are being d*talned 
in this city by the local immigration 
Officers until word comes from Wash- 
ington. 

am married to nice Japanese 
man,“ said Sizo Yamami, shaking her 
little head vigorously. “Why should 
America want ‘us back in cur own 
land. We have done no harm. We 
like this country. Why not let my 
husband come here and take me back 
to Denver?“ 

The two giris were first arrested In 
Denver by immigration officers there. 
Both claimed to be married to Japan- 
ese who were in business in that city. 
Bonds were furnished in each case 
and the little geisha girls promptly left 
the city, the inspectors say. When 
the hearing was due, a search was 
made for them. Falling to find them, 
the Department of Commerce and La- 
bor sent instructions to all its immi- 
gration bureaus to detain the two 
women, as soon as they could 

cated. — 

A. C. Ridgway, chief inspector In 
charge of the Los Angeles office, be- 
lieved the women would head thie way 
and sent his men to watch the known 
resorts in the Japanese quarter. His 
foresight was rewarded two days ago 
by the discovery of the girls. They 
were hiding in a restaurant on Fast 
First street, it is said. 

“Most women of this class come to 
the United States as the ostensible 
wives of apparently reputable merch- 
ants, said one of the inspectors. The 
department treats all Japanese with 
much consideration and the «: cluston 
act does not apply to this race.* But 
if women from Japan or any other 
country are brought here for i:;moral 
goo they are subject to ceporta- 
on. 
The Japanese giris do not always 
realize that they have violated any 
law, for morals in Japan are upon a 
different plane than in this country. 
But under the immigrati act, any 
immoral alien woman who has not re- 
sided in this country for three years 
is subject to deportation, whetner she 
comes from France any or 
Japan, or any other foreign tend. 
There are few Japanese cases in this 
section, although there are many 
Japanese living in the city and county.

BALLAINE PROPOSITION LOOKED 


UPON AS STRANGE. 


Local Men Familiar With Alaskan 
Lands Say Seattle Man's Willing 
ness to Pay Government Fifty Cents 
Ton for Coal Is Preposterous and 
Simply Advertising Game. 


The offer of millions of revenue 
from coal properties in Alaska to the 
United States government by John E. 
Baliaine of Seattle, reports of which 
were carried in the dispatches yester- 
day morning, are looked upon by min- 
ing men familiar with Alaskan con- 
ditions as preposterous. They brand 


it as an endeavor to advertise Ballaine, 


a clever promoter, who has large in- 


terests in Alaska. 


John A. Finch, a wealthy resident of 


Spokane, who is passing the winter in 


Southern California, and who has 
properties in the Territory, in speaking 


of the matter at the Alexaulria yes- 


terday afternoon, said that it is one of 


the greatest schemes to boost the credit 
of an individual at the expense of the 
government that has ever been con- 
ceived. 

“There are several strings tied to 
the offer of Ballaine.” he said. “One 
of these is a guarantee by the gov- 
ernment to pay the interest on the 
bonds which it wil] be necessary to 
ont in order to build a railway into 


Alaska. Another is to purchase half 


of the coal mined, at a price not stipu- 
lated, but which might readily be 50 
cents more than the market price fixed 


in Pennsylvania, Virginia or any other 


part of the country. 

“Mr. Ballaine is practically asking 
the United States to build a rallroad 
from a terminus in the United States 
to Seward, in Alaska. For the tre- 
mendous idea which he has evolved he 
is asking only one-half the profits 
which might come to the government 
if it were taken up as a government 


enterprise exclusively. Getting the 


transportation facilities to any Alas- 
kan territory would be worth the 
royalty of 50 cents a ton offered by 
Ballaine. 

To designate the number of tons of 
coal to be found on a given 5000 acres 
is also one of the things which cause 
people who know anything of mining 
to look at the matter in a skeptical 


way. There is little doubt that coal 
(existe in great quantities in Alaska. 
Many of the rich surface showings 


have not proved nearly as rich when 
developed. This may be the case in 
this instance. There is absolutely no 
certainty as to the amout of coal on 
deposit in the Matanuska and the 
Katalla districts, and when the actual! 
mining operations have proceeded, it 
may be shown that the coal will run
